THE ONION CROP 


Onion seed are cheap, and for start­ 
ing a general crop it is better to use 
seeds than sets. Onion sets will pro­ 
duce green onions of a size suitable 
for table use much earlier in 
the 
spring than will the seed, but they 
cost more and are more difficult to 
plant, and should not be used for gen­ 
eral crop work. 
The land for the onion bed should 
be plowed In the fall or early winter, 
and should be given surface cultiva­ 
tion just before planting the seed in 
fhe spring. Unless the ground is new 
and very fertile, it will pay well to 
give the land a dressing of well-rotted 
barnyard manure. A good plan is to 
grow a crop of cowpeas on the ground 
in late summer, and plow them under 
in early fall. The ground will then be 
in ideal condition for receiving 
an 
onion crop in the early spring. With 
the seed-bed thoroughly prepared, the 
opportunities for a good crop are 
greatly increased. 
The seed should be drilled in rows 
about 18 inches apart. 
The common 
garden drill is th* best tool that can 
be used for this work. It Is indispen­ 
sible, if a large planting is to be made, 
for the garden work; however, small 
rows can be laid out with the hoe or a 
stick and the seed drilled in by hand, 
scattering the seed quite thickly in 
the row. 
Cover with moist soil, and 
firm the soil well down around the 
seed. The seed should be planted no 
deeper than is 
necessary 
to place 
them in contact with moist soil. 
In 
no case should they be planted more 
than an inch and a half or two inches 
deep. 
If they can not be placed in 
moist soil 
inches below the sur­ 
face, it is better to plant them deeper 
than one inch and wait for a rain to 
bring them up. 
Onion seed should be tested before 
planting. 
The seed deteriorates rap­ 
idly with age, and if it shows poor 
sprouting, new seed should 
be 
ob­ 
tained or an approximate larger quan­ 
tity 
should 
be 
planted. 
The seed 
germinates slowly, and it is frequent­ 
ly advisable to soak the seed In warm 
water 24 hours before planting. About 
six or seven pounds of seed will plant 
one acre of ground In the manner de­ 
scribed above. 
The land zhn-'M be cultivated as 


soon as the plants appear above 
ground. Hand tools are best suited i f 
this work. The plants are very small 
and require careful handling to avoid 
covering or destroying large numbers 
of them. 
It will frequently be found 
necessary to thin out the plants in a 
row. 
They should not stand closer 
than two inches apart, and three inch­ 
es apart in a row is better. If large 
onions are to be grown, they should be 
thinned down to four and six inches 
apart in the row. 
Keep the ground 
free of weeds and grass and permit 
the onions to have full use of the land. * 
The surface should be kept well pul­ 
verized, and should be cultivated fre­ 
quently. 
The bulbs should be left in the 
around until the tops 
fall and die. 
They can then be pulled and placed 
in piles and de-topped, and taken to 
a cool shed or place for storage. Mois­ 
ture should be avoided, and the bulbs 
should be kept in as cool a location as 
it is possible to obtain on the farm. 0 
If they do not show signs of rotting, 
they may be left in the ground for 
some time after maturity. At the first 
appearance of rot the 
entire 
crop 
should be pulled and carefully stored 
in a cool place. 


Is It So with Yours?—You may have

till they have

probably we are not 
giving 
them 
enough food to produce a surplus 
quantity over and above that required 
for the maintenance of the hen. The 
hens that are underfed 
during 
the 
months when they are dependent on 
their owner for food and drink are 
the hens which produce 
the chicks 
which can never be more than “half­ 
way raised,” because they haven’t the 
vitality required to live and do well.

Every beekeeper knows that bees, if 


given plenty of room, are more con- 
tented, and more likely to confine 
their efforts to the 
production

honey rather than to swarming. I use 
a little contrivance of my own get up, 
writes a correspondent of Bee Culture, 
for cutting round pieces of comb honey 
out of combs, and placing the same in 
glass jars so that I can produce comb 
lioney without the ^expense of comb- 
honey supers and sections.

will hold from four to five cakes cut 
from combs of ordinary thickness. 
The weight of the comb honey run* 
from 15 to 17 dunces, and after pour- 
Ing in sufficient liquid honey to fill the 
jar the entire weight is found ta D» 
about 23 or 24 ounces. The

shows plainly through the glass and . 
honey, and, whon held before .the. light, 
is beautiful beyond description.

jars provide a more handsome package.

The land for the onion bed should 


be plowed In the fall or early winter, 
and should be given surface cultiva- 
tion just before planting the seed In 
(he spring. Unless the ground Is new 
and very fertile, it will pay well to 
give the land a dressing of well-rotted 
barnyard manure. A good plan Is to 
grow a crop of cowpeas on the ground 
in late summer, and plow them under 
In early fall. The ground will then be 
in ideal condition for receiving 
an 


onion crop In the early spring. With 
the seed-bed thoroughly prepared, the 
opportunities for a good crop are 
greatly increased. 


The seed should be drilled in rows 


about 18 inches apart. The common 
garden drill is the* best tool that can 
be used for this work. It Is indlspen- 
slble, if a large planting is to be made, 
for the garden work; however, small 
rows can be laid out with the hoe or a 
stick and the seed drilled in by hand,1 
Scattering the seed quite thickly in 
the row. Cover with moist soil, and 
firm the soli well down around the 
seed. The seed should be planted no 
deeper than Is necessary to place 
them in contact with moist soil. In 
no case should they be planted 'more 
than an inch and a half or two inches 
deep 
If they can not be placed in 


abov« +• 


ground. Hand tools are best suited tF 
this work. The plants are very small 
and require careful handling to avoid 
covering or destroying large numbers 
of them. It will frequently be found 
necessary to thin out the plants in a 
row. 
They should not stand closer 


than two inches apart, and three Inch- 
es apart in a row Is better. If large 
onions are to be grown, they should be 
thinned down to four and six Inchec 
apart In the row. Keep the ground 
free of weeds and «rass and permit 
the onions to have full use of the land.1* 
The surface should be kept well pul- 
verized,-and should be cultivated fre- 
quently. 


The bulbs should be left in the 


wound until the tops 
fall and die. 


They can then be pulled and placed 
In piles and de-topped, and taken to 
a cool shed or place for storage. Mois- 
ture should be avoided, and the bulbs 
should be kept In as cool a location as 
t Is possible to obtain on the farm, f 
f they do not show signs of rotting; 
hey may be left In the ground for 
some time after maturity. At the flrat 
appearance of rot the

crop 


bould be pulled and 'carefully stored 
n a cool place.

Onion seed should be tested before 


planting. 
The seed deteriorates rap- 


idly with age, and if it shows poor 
sprouting, new seed should 
be ob-

should be planted. 
The seed 


germinates slowly, and it Is frequent- 
ly, advisable, to ,soak the seed In warm 
water"24 hours before planting. About 
six or seven pounds of seed will plant 
one acre of ground In the manner de- 
scribed above.

With these two allies at hand it '1* 
not so very difficult to sew whatever 
Is required, but it Is worth while to 
mention the different sorts of trim- 
mings and how to sew each to the- 
hat, says a writer who would encour- 
age home millinery.

Velvet bows should always be made 


with shoe thread, and It should be 
wrapped around the loop of the bow 
so it will be quite firm. It should then 
be sewn to the hat with the same 
thread ~ and 
the 
needle, just 
de- 


scribed. 


Quills and feathers may be attached 


to the bat in the same way, but when 
the tips of ostrich plumes must be 
caught and held at a required angle, 
it is better to use a very fine black 
thread and a No. 10 needle. 
The 


stitches are then practically invisible, 
and the result ,will be very satisfac- 
tory.

Into the Honey Comb 


Cutting Hone y for the Jar*. 


Every beekeeper knows that bees, if 


given plenty of roomt are more con- 
tented, and more likely to confine 
their efforts to the 
production 
of 


honey rather than to swarming. I use 
a little contrivance of my own get up, 
writes a correspondent of Bee Culture, 
for cutting round pieces of comb honey 
out of comba. and placing the same in 
•glass jars so that I can produce comb 
honey without the ,expense of comb- 
honey supers and sections. This places 
the honey immediately In a package 
where it Is non-perishable and almost 
non-breakable, and where it shows off 
to the very best advantage. 


In order to cut the honey it is nec- 


essary only to lay the comb on a clean 
board or a tray made for the purpose; 
press the cutter through the comb.. 
then pull it out again, when it will be 
Found that the cake of honey is re- 
:ained iln the cutter. By pushing on 
the handle the cake of honey may be 
quickly placed Inside the can or jar, 
which should be one-eighth to one- 
quarter Inch larger in"'diameter than 


the cutter. The jars shown In the if* 
lustrations are 2% inches inside di- 
ameter, S% inches in height, and they 
will hold from four to five cakes cut 
from combs of ordinary thickness. 
The weight of the comb honey runs 
from 15 to 17 dunces, and after pour- 
ing in sufficient liquid honey to nil the 
jar the entire weight IB found to DO 
about- 23 or 24 ounces. 
The 
comb 


shows plainly through the glass and 
honey, and, whim held before .the. light, 
IB beautiful beyond description.

Tin cans may be used and covered 


with a suitable label, although gloss 
jars provide a. more handsome package. 
There Is a little difficulty in getting 
jars and cans with large openings that 
will not leak, but I think this objection 
can be very easily overcome. It is Im- 
portant that the opening Into the Jar • 
should be as large in diameter a* th« ^ 
jar Itself.

The cooky cutter or whatever to 


used, should be immersed in hot water 
just before cutting, to get the beat 
results.

If Worth Robbing. 


A diamond salesman often carries 


from 1100,000 to "4500,000 worth ot 
stones on bis trips. 


Onion seed are cheap, and for start- 


Ing & general crop It is better to use 
seeds than sets. Onion sets will pro- 
duce green onions of a size suitable 
'or table use much earlier in 
the 


spring than will the seed, but they 
cost more and are more difficult to 
Riant, al}4,,s.hould not.be used for gen 
eral crop work. 


The land for the onion bed should 


be plowed In the fall or early winter, 
and should be given surface cultiva- 
tion just before planting the seed 
the spring. Unless the ground is new 
and very fertile, It will pay well to 
give the land a dressing of well-rotted 
barnyard manure. A good plan Is to 
grow a crop of cowpeas on the ground 
in late summer, and plow them under 
In early fall. The ground will then be 
in ideal condition for receiving 
an 


onion crop in the early spring. With 
the seed-bed thoroughly prepared, the 
opportunities for a good crop are 
greatly increased. 


The seed should be drilled in rows 


about 18 inches apart. The common 
garden drill is, the* best tool that can 
be used for this work. It Is Indlspen- 
aible, if a large planting is to be made, 
for the garden work; however, email 
rows can be laid out with the hoe or a 
stick and the seed drilled in by hand/ 
scattering the seed quite thickly In 
the row. Cover with moist soil, and 
firm the soil well down around the 
seed. The seed should be planted no 
deeper than Is necessary to place 
them In contact with moist soil. In 
no case should they be planted-more 
than an inch and a half or two inches 
deep. If they can not be placed in 
moist soil 1% inches below the sur-. 
face. It is better to plant them deeper 
than one inch and wait for a rain to 
bring them up. 


Onion seed should be tested before 


planting. The seed deteriorates rap- 
idly with age, and if It shows poor 
sprouting, new seed should be ob- 
tained or an approximate larger quan- 
tity should be planted. The seed 
germinates slowly, and it Is frequent- 
ly, advisable, to ,soak the seed In warm 
water'24 hours before planting. About 
six or seven pounds of seed will plant 
one acre of ground In the manner de- 
scribed above. 


The land should be1 cultivated as 


soon as the plants appear 
ground. Hand tools are beat suited I 
this work. The plants are very small 
and require careful handling to avoldi 
covering or destroying large numb&A' 
of them. It will frequently be found 
necessary to thin out the plants in a 
row. They should not stand closer 
than two inches apart, and three Inch- 
es apart in a row is better. If large 
onions are to be grown, they should be 
thinned down to four and six Inches 
apart In the row. Keep the ground 
.free ot weeds and grass and permit 
the onions to have full use of tbe land. 
The surface should be kept well pul- 
verized,-and should be cultivated fre- 
quently. 


The bulbs should be left in tbe 


ground until the tops tall and die. 
They can then be pulled and placed 
In piles and de-topped, and taken to 
a cool shed or place for storage. Mois- 
ture should be avoided, and the bulbs 
should be kept In as cool a location as 
It Is possible to obtain on the farm, 
If they do not show sign* ot rotting. 
they may be left in the ground for 
some time after maturity. At the first 
appearance of rot the 
entire 
crop 


should be pulled and 'carefully stored 
in a cool place.

Give the 
wire one wrap around the staple end post, then down to the eton* ancher 
under the level of the ground;- then ee on each aide of the pott, and this, 
will be effective in holding down the post. 
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
